WH £ ELING. 



Ou a bright sunny morning of 
September, 1709, a Imld and stal- 
wnrt youth, clad in hunting shirt 
and buckskin, stood upon the high 
bluff just above the confluence of 

Wheeling Creek and the Ohio 
River. Ho wiih, MVe the eompan 
ionship of bin faithful dog, utterly 

alone. Tbji solitary adventurer 
wmh Ebeneser Zano, scarce yet 
twenty-three years old. lie was 
one of that "wild tuikoy breed" 
of heroes, wilh heart full of thai 
game spirit of old, which compel- 
led to abandon home and society, 
and strike out alone through the 
wilderness. He was ho much de- 
lighted with what he now saw and 
so impressed with (he manifest ad- 
vantages of tbe location, that he 
concluded to found a settlement 

bare. ituilding himself a rode 

cabin, and remaining one season 
ou the Ohio, hunting and explor- 
ing, lie returned to Berkeley 

Connty, Bast Virginia, to move his 
family and several friends to the 
new abode in 1771. 

Several origins are assigned for 
the name of Wheeling. One is 

that it was derived from t bo circui- 
tous course and abrupt wanderings 
of the Greek, which Hows through 
the city, auothei that it took ils 
name from a Catholic priest by the 
name of VVheelan, who was reputed 
to have been a missionary among 
the Indians, the orthography hav- 
ing been changed to Wheeling; and 

still another, and which is probably 
the correct ono, that it was derivoil 
from the bloody significance of « 
murdered individual who had been 
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placed one a pole which was ereel 
ed at the mouth of the creek. The 
Datawares (Indians) when asked 
where they had shot an animal (if 
in the head) would say Wceling. 
This was subsequently corrupted 
into Wheeling. 

Most of the .loiutNAl/s rcadcis. 
who have been, for a sufficient 
length of time, acquainled with the 
history of St Elisabeth's Church 
foi the Deaf, should know that its 
area! helper, Mrs. PlatOfl Zane, is 
a member of a family nh > are 
direct descendants of Col. Klu'iiezer 
Zane, the foundei of YVh.ling, 
and Elizabeth Zane, the heroine of 

Fort Henry during the French and 
Indian War 

Thousands of school children 
throughout the Middle West have 
mad in their historical text books, 
accounts of I he bravely of " Hetty " 
Zane in the hour of need — the hour 
when the community's fate hung 
on a thread. Her feat was one 
that was shuddered at by men, 
brave men inured to the tactics of 
bordoi warfare. In the lace of an 
army of bloodthiisty redskins, the 
girl left the fort aud secured a keg 
of gunpowder, through which the 
besieged band saved themselves 
until icinforcenioiils arrived and 
the besiegers were driven from the 

field. 

The bravery of " Betty " Zane 
Can be looked upon with pride by 
any of the members of lhat old anil 
stable family. The church for the 
deaf, which will be dedicated on 
August 184, makes thfi history of 
that notable, family all the more in 
I cresting. 

Wheeling territory was the cattle 
of much confusion during 1777, the 
"year of three sevens " or 
"bloody" year, as it has since 
been called in historical manu- 
script. In (hat year, Wheeling 
contained twenty five or thirty 
houses and a population of barely 
over a thousand souls. Fort lb 
— which Is now marked by a memo 
rial stone, placed to the incmoi v of 
Khzaheth Zane -whs the only place 
of refuge for (lie inhabitants of the 
Village of Wheeling. Captain 
<>gl»i, With twelve men, were sent 
here from Foil PUl-rDOW l'jtls 
burg, Pa., during a dangeious up- 
rising, and in a conflict with the 
Indians and British allies, nearly 
all of them were slaughtered. 
About this time, there Wi s a goner 
al warning, and nil men, women 

and children with ordered under 

the walls of Fori Henry, which was 
commanded by Col. Silas Zane. 

To* leader oT th ( . s,ivMge force, 

after the palisades had been slorm- 
ed, demanded the immediate sur- 
render of the fort. Col. Zane, in 



behalf of the settlers, said that they 
— men and women and children to- 
gether — had resolved to perish bo 
fore placing themselves under the 
protection Of savages or abjure the 
cause of liberty oi the cuh.iues. 

Tbera was but a handful of able- 
bodied men in the fori, but Cap- 
tain Foreman and his band of 
forty-five men wore expected in a 
day or two, and (hi* besieged were 
determined to hold out to the last 
minute It seemed as if each in- 
dividual in the fort was Impressed 

with the idea that the safety of all 
independed on the exertions of 
each, and thai the slighest relaxa- 
tion on their pari would involve 
them all in a common ruin and 

death. 

During the seige, crops of the 
setlleis were dcslioyed, their homes 
burned and their cattle killed by 
Hie ruthless savages and more 
brutal allies. Previous to this 
time, the Governor had sent to Col. 
Andrew Swearingen, commanding 
Hidings and Ilollidays forts, a 
quantity of ammunition and arms 
for Fort Henry. Aftei a perilous 
jouiney, the colonel, with a party 
of twelve men, reached the fort. 

Wilh the numbei increased and 
with a better supply of powder, the 
settlers were greatly encouraged 

The besieged settleis were await- 
ing with anxiety the arrival of 

Captain [foreman with a party of 

twoHly-throo men of the regular 
tioops from east of the Allcghonios 
On the night of September 2<ith, 
Hie company was ambushed in the 
" Narrows," a short distance above 
Moumlsville, and most of them 
were killed anil captured. When

Henry, again their hopes fell. 

Later came the events that made 
the name of "Hetty" Zane pro- 
minent in history. When a band 
of howling redskins were demand- 
ing the surrender of the fort, the 
supply of gunpowder ran out and 
the settlers were in despair. There 
was a plentiful supply powder 
stored in a magazine in Hie home 
of Col. Zane, above fifty yards 
from the fort. With the entire 
neighborhood swarming wilh blood 
thirsty savages, it was almost cei 
tain death to made an attempt to 
reach the house. It was a chance 
wilh fate, but when Captain Zane 
called for the volunteers, several 
men, undeterred by the magnitude 
of (he feal and the danger which 
accompanied it, stepped forward. 
The loss of a single man, al this 
junctuie, would have been keenly 

fell by the entire company While 

Captain Zane was hcsislnting in 
making his choice from t he among 
the chivalric spirits, thete came 
bounding into his presence, his 
own sister — F.li/.abefh Zane — in the 
elasticity of her joiilhful strength, 
and volunteered to attempt the ae 
complishmont of the errand, te 
gardless of what befell her, lo save 
the lives of others in the fort. 

" You have not a man to spare," 
she said. "A woman would not 
be missed in Ihe defense of the fort, 
bet me go ; I'll get the gunpowdci ." 

All arguments adduced failed to 

dissuade her, and the expostula- 
tions of the other female parly were 
without avail. 

Reluctantly, Captain Zane eon 
sauted, and after a " Coil bless and 
protect you, sister," swung open 
Ihe gate of Ihe fort. 

Diverted of all unnecessary cloth- 
ing, the young heroine" sprang out 
in Ihe buoyancy of hope, knowing 
no such word as fail, in the full 
MUDfldenOe Of success, and swift as 
a deei, she sped away upon her 
mission, arriving safely at the 
home of bar brother, Col. Kbenezer 
Zane. 

The redskins weie amazed at her 
temerity and biavery. They did 
not lire at her, simply uttered con- 
temptuously, " A squaw ! A 
squaw !" 

She fastened a table cloth secure- 
ly around her waist, and in this 
poured a keg of gunpowder. Then, 
she started on her perilous journey 
back lo Ihe fori. Hy this lime, the 
Indians realised tin" object of mis- 
sion and showered a rain of bullets 
aiound her. The cloud of dusl 
eausid bj the continual rain of 
lead blinded her, but she reached 
the fort gales unscathed. The 
Indians made a delermined rush to 
enter the gale before it was closed, 
but they failed. 

This act of heroism on the part 



of " Betty " Zane doubtless saved 
the lives of those in the fort, and 
enabled them to successfully with- 
stand the siege until reinforcements 
arrived from Fort Pitt, and the In 
diatis and Hritishers wen* driven 
from the field

Zeno Talks to the Pennsyl- 
vania Deaf-Mutes. 



Last night I came back home 
from a trip to a wild mountain 
fastness, its plumb depth dropping 
right down in the midst of a wood- 
ed region, with a stream at the 
hoi torn, which never sees the sun 
for the dense growth of the red- 
woods. All the morning it was a 
steady pull up to the mountain top, 
from which the ocean could be seen, 
and then for the downward plunge 
to the brake was continually set in 

place, as Ihe stagehorses rattled 
through the dust. At one place 
there were acies upon acres of the 
forest devastated by lire only a few 
weeks ago, and at ar.othei place 
there was a glimpse through the 
smoke of (he burning sawdust of a 
logging mill, of a long chaingang 
Of oxen dragging a felled tree to the 
camp Hy the side of the stream, 
we Bel our lenls, and diversiued our 
time by trips to pools, where trout 
lurk, to the hunting grounds where 
even deer abounds (to be honest, 
we did not see any, and it would do 
us no good, if we did, for the deer 
season is not open), and to the 

rocks off Pisoadero, where deep sea 
fishing could be had. The home 
ward trip was another hard pull up 
to the mountain side. This morn- 
ing newspaper tells us that but a 
few miles off, and at the same time 
that we were on the stage, an auto- 
mobile plunged over a precipice 
with Ihe result that two occupants 
were killed, and the other two are 
at a hospital in a precarious condi- 
tion.

had accumulated in raj absence. 
Among the papers is * Hodgson's 
weekly message Do you ever feel 
lhat that genial editor is in per- 
son whenever you read the DEAF 
Mi tk.s' .lyciiNAl. ? Well, I always 
feel that way. A newspaper is the 
incarnation of the personality of 
I lie fellow who edits or publishes it, 
and you think you talk face to face 
with him, as you read the pa: 

Now, Hodgson tells us that, the 
HulTalo Convention of the Empire 
State Association thinks that the 
membership Of the Federation 

should be limited to Stale Associa- 
tions alone. 1 am sorry to see that. 
New York is obviously in error. It 
is upsetting the traditional de- 
mocracy of the National Association 
of the Deaf. For all its short com 
ings, the National Association eat! 
never be accused of ever having 
said in its Constitution thatlheie 
should ho a privileged order, for it 
says: "Any deaf citizen of Ihe 
United Slates may become a mein- 
bei." If a deaf e'ti/.en, then any 
number of deaf citizens The Na 
tlona) Association of the Deaf can- 
not say to one desirable deaf citizen : 
" You come in," and to another 
deaf citizen who is as desirable, 
" You keep out." Nor can it say- 
to any number of desirable deaf 
citizens, " We will accept you," 
and then hold up the sign "Keep 
Off the glass" to another number 
of equally good deaf citizens. 
Such an act would be unconstitu- 
tional. A limited Federation means 
a limited representation by the 
people. Any number of good deaf 
citizens banding together, is a 
society. The charier of the N. A. 
D. says that one of ils objects 
is : " The forming of branch 
societies." This phrase cannot be 
considered to mean Slate As 
tlons alone, for there is already an 
article that says : " Any dual citi- 
zen of Iho V. S. may become I 
member." A Slate association is a 
mere society, and you cannot claim 
that it alone truly represents the 
deaf of a whole State. The Tildon 
plan has already made provision 
for such conditions as these : 

(/.) I State Association may be a 
/ societies of tM 
same State, if Ihe dtaf -mute of that 
state desire such an arrangement. 

I.) The, leaf of the State may, if 
they cho lhat their State 

shall alone I sent' 

«d in the Congress. 

Those affairs are purely local af' 
fails tha' concern the State alone 
The several societies of one Slate 
may pool their issues if they want 



to, but iu my opinion, a National 
Federation would be overridiug its 
powers, when it essays to compel 
all other States to do the same. 
Such a prooedure would be uu- 
statesmanlike. It would nullify 
the spirit of the constitution of the 
N. A. D., encourage privileges, re- 
strict the usefulness of the Federa- 
tion and breed complications. The 
easiest way is to begin by founding 
the Federation on an open to-all 
basis, the societies to come and go 
or to combine within their own 
States as they see fit. A good let- 
ter from Mr. Allabough comes to 
day. I quote from it : " We 
should consider liberty and equity 
iu the formulating of apian." Li- 
berty and equity, fteedom to all 
societies and each society to retain 
its sovereignty, are exactly the fea- 
tures of the Tilden plan. What- 
ever questions there are that affect 
the States, their home societies can 
straighten out for themselves. 

More of this matter by and by. 
I have already quite a batch of 
Zenoisms ready for the JOURNAL, 
and there are yet two more years iu 
which I will " peg at " Iho subject. 
Michigan has declared in favor of a 
National Federation of All OR- 
GANIZED Bodies of the Deaf 
Citizens. I take off my hat to 
that State, the first Star of the 
Fedeiation. New York comes 
next with its vote for limited 
Federation. This is half a loaf, 
but even that is encouraging. 
Illinois has met and adjourned. 
What action it has taken, I am un- 
able to ascertain. Now, Pennsyl- 
vania is to convene on the 27lh of 
this month, and it is the purpose of 
this communication to have a talk 
wilh the deaf of that Slate. I un- 
til rst and that they persistently de- 
clared Iu NO li^tDnnvAXlOtf. 

I quote from the JOURNAL of an- 
other date : 

The Hoard of Managers of the Pennsyl- 
vania Society for th(> Advancement of the 
IVnf Iielil its second adjourned meeting at 
the home of President Keider last Friday 
evening. the 86th of June, and finished the 
work that had been postponed One of the 
most important matters conslderi-d was the 
expediency of confederating with a nation- 
al body, which had been referred to it by 
the last ronvention The Hoard Is almost 
unanimously adverse to such a plan, al- 
though future developments may cause a 
modification of its decision. The position 
Of the I'ennsylvania Society is such that no 
other decision could be looked for, and It is 
doubtful, indeed, whether any plan of fed- 
eration can lie devised that will be fully ac- 
ceptable to It. Other State Associations, 
which ore in a different position, may find 
'lection to the plan and will gladly 
embrace it, ut that is no reason why the 
Pennsylvania Society should do the same. 

ssociation will have to exert 
own judgment in the matter in the light of 
developments and d« irdiuglv. as 

ovir Society is endeavoring to do. 

If one plan of federation tail* others can 
be devised, and oue may finally Ih> found 
satisfactory ; but we believe that the less 
complex plan will give the greater satisfac- 
tion. 

The Federation question is, with- 
out doubt, a many faceted thing, a 
person seeing most, vividly the side 
that is nearest to him, and it hi to 
be regretted that the writer of the 
above quotaliou did not go into de 
tails as to Why the Federation 
plan cannot be acceptable to the deaf 
of his State. 

A writer of Texas told us that he 
was in favor of the Tilden plan, 
but that he draw the color line. 
His Southern phase of the question 
that would not be seen so clearly by 
a Northerner, I noted down. 1 
would like to hear from Pennsyl- 
vania in like maimer. 

The By-Laws of the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the 
Deaf is before me. As I under 
stand those laws, the situation is 
analogous to this : The people of 
Pennsylvania resolve themselves 
into a Society for the care of super- 
annuated horses (this is meant as an 
illustration, not as an insult). The 
Slate cannot lay railroads, build 
bridges and deepen waterways. 
Law forbids such an outlay. K.vory 
oent of the people's revenue must 
be devoted to the eaie of superan- 
nuated horses. Law says so. 
Around the State is a country mak- 
ing wonderful strides in wealth and 
population, and in the burden of 
the government of that empire, 
Pennsylvania cannot take her 
share. Law says so. She has no 
import and export ; she can have 
no intercourse with the outside 
world ; her commerce is dead, for 
such is the purpose of 'Iter laws 
Dewey sinks the Spanish ships off 
Manila ; the battle-scarred reu'i 
incuts return home with the flags 
torn by the bullets thai hissed 
through the Philippine jungles, but 
whal rocks Pennsylvania of all 



that? She sent no soldiers and 
contributed uo money. The care 
of supeiannuated horses is para- 
mount. Law says so. Oh, the 
sorry spectacle, can that be true of 
you Pennsylvania deaf-mutes? 
You use the words " Advancement 
of the Deaf!" Oh, the barrenness 
of the promise and the impotence 
of the deed 1 We believe that con- 
solidation will alter conditions for 
the good even of the Pennsyl- 
vania deaf, but you would neither 
welcome the Advancement of the 
Deaf of your owu Society, nor give 
aid aud comfort to the efforts fcr 
the improvement of the deaf of the 
States around you. Prejudice, dis- 
crimination against the deaf, the 
disaimament of the sign-language ! 
Are those things vexatious to us? 
They must also be sapping your 
strength and checking the growth 
of your own Society. Your and 
our interests are identical. You 
say to us : " The rest of the 
country can get up laws to suit us, 
and we will see by aud by whether 
we will join you." No, the fabric 
of your own organization is based 
on absurdity. It is absurd to be- 
lieve that the Pennsylvania Society 
should arrogate to itself the name 
of a State Association, the whole 
deaf of a State to be bound by a non- 
intercourse policy for the sake of 
a Home for the Deaf. It is absurd 
to think that any community can 
at Hie same time subsist as a great 
State and encourage neither inside 
advancement nor outside improve- 
ment. President Reider, that don 
in the- manger policy won't do. 
Change your laws, or what is belter, 
come out with us to Pike's Peak 
and, looking down on the teeming 
country, thank God that if you are 
a good Pennsylvania, you a are 
better American. 

Gompers appealed to the two 
political parties this wise : 

" Organized labor has never asked for 
special privileges, but for justice and right. 
It is general in its application and affords 
protection for the pergonal rights and liber- 
ties of every citizen of the country. 

' ' It declares, in words so plain that he 
who runs may read, for laws which will re- 
store l>ofore the law the equality of the 
workingmen with all other citizens. That 
Is all we have ever asked. 

"Our protest, has been against the dis- 
crimination against the laboring men of the 
country. The practice has deprived them 
of their constitutional guarantee of equali- 
ty before the law." 

Those words may be applied with 
equal truth to us American deaf- 
mutes. 

The remedy is the same in both 
Consolidation. 

If Pennsylvania keeps aloof, how 
can she help herself aud afford 
protection to the rest of the Ameri- 
can deaf ? 

I appeal to tbe Pennsylvania 
deaf-mutes to join us in the great 
movement. The Fedeiation plan is 
not to pull out any class of the 
deaf public by the root and throw 
it on the waste pile. 

We cannot destroy Capital with- 
out compassing the destruction of 
the Republic itself. Labor needs 
the aid of Capital, and Capital 
cannot get along without Labor. 

We need you, and you need us. 
Federation is strength, fair-ballot is 
confidence, and equity is prosperi 
t.v 

Will the Pennsylvania deaf who 
are to meet on the 27th, declare foi 
a National Federation on the plan 
outlined by Tilden ? Keep abreast 
us, for even now the Federation 
idea is gathering strength. All 
high -minded deaf-mutes endorse it, 
all strong deat-mutes encourage it, 
all honest deaf-mutes support it.

The editor is no more 
or leas than a judge of what is per- 
tinent and permissible as news or 
argument. He no more entertains 
all the views promulgated than 
does a Judge on the bench enter 
tain the diametrically opposing 
contentions of counsel on both 
sides of a case. 

"Zeno" does not believe that a 
federation of the deaf should be 
composed of State Associations 
alone. He assumes that the Em- 
pire State Association of the Deaf 
does believe so. Now, as a matter 
of fact, the Empire State Associa 
tion was dealing with the question 
aa a State Association. It could 
not legislate lor the various soci> 
and clubs that are in existence in 
the State of New York. Therefore 
it approached the* question and 
rendeied lis decision in the manner 
• ■orded in the report of its pro 
ceedings. 

The editor's views, however, are 
that the G .ssociations only 

should be amalgamated into a fed 
eration, and that the societies of the 
deaf and clubs of the deaf shoo Id 
enter the federation through affllia 
tion with the acknowledged organ 
ization of the whole State. It would 
be inconsistent to seek national fed- 
eration through the avenne of State 
segregation. It would be ridiculous 
to give to a social club, whose aspi ra- 
tions go no further than the indivi- 
dnal enjoyment of its own members, 
Ml voice and vote with an organ- 
ization that has for its mission the 
nplifting and advancement of all 
the deaf — members and non-mem- 
bers alike.

Interestlaic Feature ot the 
fount y Fsiirsi. 

On the Hecond floor of a lofty 
skyscraper near Broadway is now 
being prepared by the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association of New York, 
the«most striking feature ever con- 
ceived in the modern crusade 
against tuberculosis. It consists of 
six educational exhibitions which 
are soon to be started on tonrs 
through the State to be exhibited at 
thirty-six different county fairs. 

For months experts have been at 
work assembling the pictures, data, 
models, etc , and when complete 
each exhibit will tell the whole stoiy 
of the dread " White Plague," but 
it will be told in an interesting way 
and with a vividness that will 
awaken the interest of every per- 
son who sees it. 

In addition to the pictures and 
literature, large phonographs will 
be employed, having special re 
cords which will give much impor 
tant information on the subject 
Other records will contain popular 
music, speeches of public men and 
other things of general interest, so 
that amusement will be carried 
along with the education. A miss- 
ing word contest will also be Intro 
duced with each exhibit, aud prizes 
of sufficient amounts are to be of- 
fered to make the contest attractive 
to all. Each exhibit will be in 
charge of trained experts prepared 
to give any information desired by 
the public. 

Every phase and feature of the 
disease which destroyed 14,406 
human beings in New York State 
last year will be intelligently and 
scientifically dealt with. There is 
nothing pertaining to the great 
destroyer of the human race that is 
not fully and graphically set forth 
in these exhibits to be shown at the 
county fairs. 

The exhibit, among other things 
will contain models of perfectly 
lighted and ventilated factories to- 
gether with models of sweatshop 
work rooms where tuberculosis is 
sure to flourish. It will also con- 
tain maps and diagrams showing 
the extent of tuberculosis in each 
county, so that Hie snbject will be 
brought home to every person who 
sees it. Scores of handsomely 
painted mottoes will be, displayed 
about the exhibit. One of them 
reads as follows : 

•*To,preveut the spread of the 
disease, every county should have 
a hospital for the care of advarr 
cases — not at the almshouse, where 
many will refuse to go. There are 
ten living cases for every death. 
HOW MANT IN YOUR COUNTY." 

In the small towns and rural dis- 
tricts of the State tuberculosis is al- 
most as prevalent, proportionately 
to the population, as in the large 
cities, and the purpose, of the State 
Charities Aid Association fn send- 
ing out these travelling exhibitions 
is to arouse the people »o a realiza- 
tion of the extent of the disease 
and to show them how it may be 
cured 'f taken in time, and most 
important of all, how it may be 
prevented.

Since a 
boy he has made a study of base- 
ball, and there is not a rule with 
which he is not thoroughly ac- 
quainted. 

At present he umpires all ball 
games played at Shoemakersville 
and is a good drawing card.

Mr. KolTman has quickly mastered 
all the blind systems in ordinary 
use, becoming as proficient in them 
as any pupil in whom the sense of 
speech and hearing are preserved. 

Mr. Koffmati t ravels in company 
with Mastei Harry Downing, an ex- 
ceedingly bright lad of 12, who sots 
as his guide and interpreter,

It is propoaed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
I). I)., hy the erection of a I'aritdi 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is nil unfed on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and iu built 
some twenty-live feet back from the 
line of the Street to permit the erec- 
tion of hucIi a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
of religious ami SOdal life amongHt 
the Hilent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which bis name hae always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the Street frorrt and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be Bled lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 

deaf-mutes of New York. The
